L_iY, 
Kent,  make  oath  and  say  as  folio’  s:-; 

1.  I  -as  captured  at  3L;C.t  Oil  on  l?th  February  1942  and  "’as 
subsequently  held  prisoner  at  31IANGI,  SINGA.  C'T  until  my 
arrival  at  k^.  Llk.G,  FOR.  03.%,  on  14th  November  1942.  I  --as  a 
prisoner  at  the  ICI!  KAS.NCI  Carp  from  November  19-2  and  during 
the  ’’hole  of  the  tine  that  this  camp  was  in  existence  until 
.ay  1945.  During  this  period  kajor  J.F.  JACSSBAnK,  Royal 
Artillery,  ’/as  the  i ersonnel  Administrator  (I  .A.).  I  kept  a 
diary  of  the  lain  events  at  the  camp,  and  portions  of  thi3 
diary  are  referred  to  belo-. 


Cut  of  about  1,CG0  officers  and  men  -ho  ’-ere  landed  from 
the  Japanese  steamer  "knglrnd  :  aru"  at  KLwLl.'G,  the  Northern 
port  of  7CA1  G3A,  on  14th  .  eve. for.r,  1942,  one  party  consisting 
of  523  (34  ofiicers,  4£9  other  ranks)  *  ere  nu.  bored  off  and 
jade  to  stand  for  two  and  a  half  hours  in  the  street.  It  was 
bitterly  cold  and  pouring  v'ith  'ain;  -e  -ere  ’/earing  only 
tropical  clothing.  After  this  **e  were  taken. by  train  to 
3N,IH0  station  and  then  ordered  to  march  six  or  seven  miles  into 
the-  mountains.  Luring  this  march,  many  of  the  weaker  fell  by 
the  *  >ay side  but  no  one  was  allo-ed  to  attend  to  them  and  they 
”ere  beaten  and  kicl.ec  by  the  Japanese  guards  until  they  got 
up  and  staggered  on  their  -ay.  No  transport  *  as  provided  for 
kits  and  most  men  thre-  theirs  a’.’ay  after  one  or  two  miles' 
aarching.  Luckily,  it  *  as  collected  later  by  the  local 
passenger  'bus.  The  party  ar  ived  at  the  Chinese  school  at 
kl.NJo.f.I  at  about  5  p.n.  General  sorting  cut  continued 
until  9  p..  .,  no-ono  being  allowed  to  sit  or  lean  against  the 
-all.  During  this  time  Japanese  ne-spaper  reporters  tried 
interviewing  various  ofiicers  and  -on,  and  it  "Ould  appear 
that  most  of  tho  replies  received  to  thoir  cuosticns  -ere 
unprintable. 

*  e  -c.e  then  addressed  by  a  very  po-  pous  Japanese 
Officer  through  an  interpreter.  This  officer  stated  that 
he  -as  the  Ca..p  Commander,  and  we  subsequently  1.  arnt  that 
his  nar^  -as  Lieutenant  "AICIYA  A.  He  continued  lor  ovor 
an  hour  to  reel  off  the  Japanese  successes  in  the  r:ar,  saying 
that  -e  should  receive  plenty  of  br«.act  and  meat  as  soon  as 
they  had  captured  Australia,  "-hich  -culd  be  very  soon  no-", 
folio-  ing  that,  he  road  out  the  rules  of  the  camp  and  made  a 
special  point  that  if  any  prisoner  laughed  at  tho  Japanese 
or  Jape.n«se  habits,  they  -culd  be  s  Sorely  punished.  After 
this  "c  left  tho  school  and  ebout  half  an  hour's  march 
brought  us  to  th-  camp.  Hor«-  Vo  had  to  pile  all  our  kit  in 
one  room  and  -ere  th~n  taken  four  at  a  time  in  front  of  tne 
"Kcmpe-i"  (Security  Police),  completely  stripped  and  searched; 
approxi  ;at>.ly  one  ...an  in  four  was  knocked  do— n  for  the 
amusement  of  the  "keripel".  k.  *vre  loft  with  -ithor  a  shirt 
or  a  pair  of  pants  only  and  gi"~n  '  ooe'en.  clogs  in  place  of 
boots  or  sho<.s.  Aft_r  this  — e  —ore  taken  outside  and  con¬ 
tinue  to  stand  in  tho  rain  and  cold,  dressed  only  in  these 
clothes,  for  a  further  throe  hours,  eventually,  about  2  a.n. , 
we  were  tai.cn  to  huts,  given  one  loaf  of  bread,  and  told  tha't 
a  Vigilant  Guar  I  of  t*  o  men  must  be  on  duty  bot-\.en  Lights 
Out  and  Reveille.  These  men  -  -re  responsible  for  prevention

of  fiiv  and  stealing,  and  also  told  that  if  anyone  escaped 
•hilst  they  "-re  on  duty,  they  "culd  be  dealt  "ith  as^ 
accomplices.  It  *  as  not  possible  to  obtain  a  drink  01  any¬ 
thing  before  going  to  bed.  _ach  nan  *  cs  provided  "ith 
three  blankets,  t"o  sheets  ar.d  a  pillo-  . 

It  ’rill  be'  seen  from  the  above  story  that  all  non  had  been 
on  the  .move  iron  6  a.n.  on  the  14-th  November  until  2  a.m. 
on  the  l?th  November.  **e  had  been  imprisoned  on  the  ship 
for  three  "ee;.3,  laided  in  For  losa  straight  fron  the  tropical 
climate  of  Singapore  into  a  cold  end  ”et  climate.  All  this, 
coupl-d  -ith  the  treatment  as  described  above,  resulted  in 
the  deaths  of  at  least  ten  men.- 
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JOLiDGA,  "ho  ’’as  a  very  sick  .  an  on  the  ship,  "as  unable 
from  the  start  to  ..arch  at  the  required  pace  and  -as  conse¬ 
quently  beaten  all  the  -ay;  he  never  r^cover^d,  and  died  in 

February. 

On  15th  November  "t  "ere  required  to  collect,  our  kit 
loft  in  one.  room  on  the  previous  night,  and  close 

supervision  to  prepare  it  fer  ins  cction.  At  this  poin  e 
ca  x  into  contact  ith  the  Formosan  Guards,  "ho  *xre  to  give 
so  much  trouble  in  lat~r  months  and  years.  The so  guards, 
"atchcd  over  by  Japanese  N-C.O's,  s-arch-d  the  kit,  taking 
an} thing  they  or  the  Jap  N.C.O's  "enUd,  together  "1th 
iorbidden  articles.  Before  leaving  Singapore,  a  lUd  ^ross 
consignment  had  been  received  and  .'any  oi.ic^rs  and  .^n  had 
a  s  all  number  of  tins  of  food  in  their  packs.  Such  delights 
as  Bully  3^cf  had  never  been  s^cn  by  th,.  search  party  before 
and,  of  course,  all  but  a  f-"  tins  •  -re  confiscated  xor  t*u  ir 
o-n  use.  Th-rc  ere  also  some  tins  of  mil.  ,  ~iich  c 
told  "culd  be  pooled  and  used  in  the  . risoners  hospital.  It 
•<s  tru«-  that  this  milk  ’  ss  stored  in  th^  hospital,  but  fe 
patients  sa"  it.  Th^  Japanese  iedi-al  staxx  n-Ver  had  tea 
•  ithout  milk  -hilst  the  supply  last-d. 

The  routine  of  the  Camp,  as  laid  do-  n  in  Regulations  for 
'prisoners  of  7ar,  Formosa,  ca.  e  into  cfiect  as  iron  tnc  16th 
Nov.mb^r,  and  "as  brutally  enforced. 

The  Camp  "as  divided  into  t’xlvi  squads:  Officers  and 
N.C.O’s  in  separate  squads,  ^ach  squad  "as  co.-.and^a  bj 
prisoner  s.-l^otcd  by  the  Japanese.  in*s  co.- a.nder  _s 
responsible  for  th„  transmission  of  orders  irom  the  Japanese 
Army  to  his  squad,  'id  also  for  the  actions  ox  the  ..on  und^r 

him. 

Cur  billets  ’xre  extremely  ovcrcro"d«-d  and  all  the  roofs 
"ei-x  old  and  aid  not  serve  to  keep  out  the  rain. 

Th.  general  policy  of  beating  and  ruthlessncss  mas  vory 
quickly  apparent.  There  "ere  six  sentry  posts  ’  ijhin  the 
prisoners 1  area  cf  the  camp.  All  tn^sc  sentries  ha 
salut-d  at  all  times.  It  "as  not  possxblc  to  Oo  to  tnc 
latrines  "ithout  saluting  :.t  l^ast  t--o  sentries. 

The  guards  "ere  constantly  in  end  out  of  billots  and, 
of  course^  it  "as  necessary  for  the  prisoners  in  each  huW 
to  stead  up  and  tev  --hen  the  guard  ^.nter.-d,  and  also 
remain  standing  to  attention  "hilst  he  remained  in  th.  hut.

Apart  iron  p.  handkerchief  and  cigarettes, 
nothing  else  vas  nllo’vd  to  be  taken  into  the  nine. 

For  the  first  six  -ccks  the  ’  ork  -as  Very  light  and  little 
or  no  trouble  vas  experienced.  The  nen  nado  Certain  contacts 
rith  so:ie  of  the  Chinese  -orkers  -ho  lrt^r  kept  us  fairly  veil 
supplied  -ith  no*'3.  The  hole  of  the  labour  in  this  nine  r*fts 
forced  labour  and  ranged  fro.  1  children  of  Seven  or  eight  years 
old  up  to  Chinese  . olitical  prison. rs  ’  ho  had  been  transported 
fro.;  such  places  as  HG.IG  AC.  G  and  SHANGHAI.  At  about  the  end 
of  January  1943,  -three  ...cn  reported  to  the  ?,A.  that  the  t-o- 
bar  Kancho  had  beaten  then  up  *  ith  the  long  shaft  of  a  hamicr. 
Upon  inspection  they  ’arc  found  to  be  black  and  blue  all  over. 
The  1  .A.  asked  tho  Jap  officer  in  ch-rgo  of  rork  to  cone  and 
see  these  nen,  -hich  he  did,  and  thought  it  *  as  very  aiusing. 
Fron  this  tine  on-r.rds  the  savage  .and  brutal  conduct  of  the 
nine  hanchos  -ould  h  vc  to  be  scon  to  be  bcli.v-d,  ~nd  instead 
of  using  the  shafts  cf  their  ha.i.ers,  they  used  the  no  teal  end, 
i.e.  the  harmcr  itself  on  the  heads  and  bodies  of  the  nen. 

;  Very  evening  ’-hen  the  nen  finished  -ork,  they  ’ire  lined 
up  by  the  hanchos  in  the  tunnels  of  the  nine  and  those  ’-ho, 
in  their  opinion,  had  not  done  enough  ~crk  *  nr-  beaten  ’-ith 
haulers  until  they  "  e-re  unconscious  and  h~d  to  be  cirricd  back 
into  the  coup  by  their  coiradcs.  It  can  be  inaginod  the 
cfiect.  of  this  on  all  the  non;  the  nine  had  becouc  a  veritable 
"hell  spot"  *nd  the  ie.i  dreaded  the  coning  of  each  da-n  ’hen 
they  *  ould  hr.Ve  to  go  into  the  nine  again.  It  vas  learned 
l^ter  that  the  threat  of  being  Sent  to  the  Copper  .  in:s  vas 
used  constantly  in  the  other  F.O.".  C.anps  on  the  Island  as  an 
mtinidation. 


Repeated  attempts  *  vre  ..vdc  by  us  -  ith  the  Japs  to  inprovc 
’•orking  conditions,  but  it  is  certain  that  this  treatment  -r  s 
in  full  accordance  ’  ith  th.  policy  of  the  Canp  Co.  minder  (Lt. 
'.'AielYA.  A)  ”ho  refused  to  interfere  in  any  ’-ay. 

The  first  de-th  in  the  nine  occurred  on  1st  February 
19  3j  ••hen-Onr.  .  ILLhkSIiII  fell  do”n  a  shutc  head  ..irst  and 
-as  killed  instantly.  The  Japanese  irdc  a  gre-’t  fuss  about 
this  first  accident  and  then  informed  us  that  it  -as  his  o-n 
fault  md  no  tLane  could  be  attached  to  theii. 

Unfortunately  the  nrrieS  of  these  civilians  (Hanchos)  -ere 
unkno’n  to  us  and  th.,  .  cn  h~d  nicknames  for  then  such  as  The 
Zagle,  The  Ghost,  Frying  fan,  31ackic,  and  Several  others. 

All  thv  sc  non  live  in  hi*  "CAS.,  hi  itself  and  it  should  be  very 
easy  to  identify  then.  Indirectly  these  hanchos  -ere  respon¬

.  ln  1944  a  gre~t  speed  drive  -'’s  started  in  the 

v  y  ^  Japanese,  -ith  r:ost  unfortunate  results.  ost  of 
the  bogies  in  the  nine  -ere  derailed,  pncu.ja.tic  drills  ceased 
to  function,  in  xact  everything  -ent  -rong  and  production  hit 
a  AeV  lo-  level.  The  nine  bccp.nc  flooded  ''nd  •  ork  had  to  b« 
suspended  on  na.ny  levels. 

In  ^ovemb-r  1944  v.ry  little  -ork  -as  being  done  by  thc 
’■Jr1*  nc*  ofi  icir.lly  ■  ork  ended  at  about  1530  hrs.  In  Fobruarv 
19‘-5  •  r'T.y  of  the  Japan.  Se  hr.nchos  — e?e  being  conscripted  for 
tnc  Ar.  y  -nd  -ork  -as  diminishing.  in  arch  thc  nine  closed 
do*n  conpieteiy,  -nd  there  -as  no  ncre  *  ork  until  -c>  noved 
to  thc  jungle  ca;ip.

On  our  arrival  at  HUlASJiil  Ca..ip  in  Wove,_b-r  19^2  thc 
Japanese  ncaical  staff  consisted  of  one  S-rgeP.nt  TASKIiO  (a 
brutal  and  ruthless  b.a.st)  and  t-o  privates.  The  day  -fter 
■_c  arrived,  Gnr  GRIFFITHS  -as  tak-n  Seriously  ill  and  the  , 
japs  a  Sited  if  there.  —as  a  doctor  in  the  ca;.p.  Captain  ^t,y 
thereupon  moved  to  thc  hospital,  exa  :ir.ed  this  nan  and 
di  .gnos„d  diptheria .  At  this  thc  Jap  n.dica.l  staff  ran  a—ny 
and  -ould  not  cone  near.  J  ptain  S.J'D  did  "hi  he  could  -ith 
the  arugs  -hich  he  h-.d  car  led  fro::  3I.  GA-  Cf.  but  Gnr  GRi.  F'/THS 
died  -ithin  24  hours. 
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The.  l'-aical  Officer  -ps  assisted  by  three  orderlies 
(one  3.  A.  .J.  and  fo  ttegi-icntal  orderlies,  and  Cnpt.  BADGZTT, 
Jorps).  _ach  .  orning  the  Jap  nodical  Sergeant  ’’ould 
-ppe-r  and  start  the  day's  -ork  by  severely  beating  up  the 
doctor  and  his  orderlies.  Sick  parade  —  s  held  by  the  Jap 
S-rg-ant  and  the  cur-  in  nearly  -'ll  cases  rrrs  to  be  knocked 
to  the  ground  • ith  a  big  stick-,  as  a  consco.ucncc,  nen  ”ho 
"er-  really  sicl:  did  not  report  so  the  doctor  nanag-d  to 
slip  round  the  huts  at  the  risk  of  a  good  beating  and  ntt-nd 
to  the  norc  seriously  ill.  During  Decc. :b-r  1942  ten  .icn  died, 
four  in  January  1943,  and  ten  in  February. 
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The  system  of  nedic-l  control  was  that  man  who  ware  considered  sick 
enough  war  3  admitted  tc  hcspit-l.  Man  who  were  Considered  sick  and  bad  cases 
wora  givan  a  rad  card  \ndtfall>v,ed  t-  lio  d~»wn  in  billetsi  Uan  who  «aro  c_n- 
sidarad  sick  and  act  fit  to  v«rk  were  givan  vrhita  c  .rds,  but  wars  worked  vary 
h>.rd  in  all  v.-e-thars  by  tha  Japs  in  tha  c-:.y.  In  all  cases  thasa  admissions 
ta  hospital  and  tha  issua  -f  cards  were  dacidad  by  tha  Japanese  sergeant,  and 
if  tha  dact^r  triad  ta  intervene  an  bahalf  -f  any  man,  ho  finishad  up  on  tha

Immediately  bafara  tha  w-.rk  par  rds  oach  -jarnine  thara  was  an  araorgancy 
sick  oar-da  hold  in  tha  comp  offica  and  takan  by  tha  Jap  Ifodical  sergeant.

Ihis  Do ant  that  lt  was  now  tho  doctors  who  docidod  which  non  wont  into  hes— 
pit'l  and  which  aon  woro  too  sick  to  work,  in d  whilst  tho  Japs  would  limit 
th-»  tot'd  nurabor  -f  non  who  c-uld  bo  off  work,  tho  doctors  woro  able  to  pick 
out  tho  worst  md  keep  thon  in  camp.  In  lity  1944  a  large  consignment  Kod 
Cross  drugs  ond  some  fo.d  arrived.  lho  drugs  wj re  magnificent  md  is  the 
non  igrood  th-t  half  tho  nilk  in  tho  parcels  should  bo  put  on  -ne  3ido  for 
tho  hospital,  tho  ..utleok  was  good.  Theso  drugs,  ar.d  especially  tho  nilk, 
woro  to  save  many  lives  during  tho  next  twelve  months.

The  Co  mand-r  in  Chief  came  to  the  Ca"u  and  invited  the  .'.A.,  Doctor, 
Commodity  Officer,  Librarian,  Accountant,  Ccok  Chief,  end  representatives 
from  the  prisoners,  totalling  ten,  to  a  conference.  The  C,  in  0.  ashed  us 
to  speak  without  raoerve.  The  war  vr.a  first  discussed  nd  he  was  told  in 
no  uncertain  terms  that  in  our  opinion  Japan  was  doomed  to  extinction. 

The  C,  in  C.  laughed  at  this  and  said  that  whilst  the  Allies  might  po-sess 
all  the  materials,  the  Japanoso  possessed  the  spirit  and  it  would  take  100 
years  to  remove  the  •  from  the  battle. 

Later,  the  i.A.  asked  that  one  floor  in  the  mine,  where  three  men  had  been 
killed,  should  be  closed  i-mediotely  ond  al  so  if  a  Church  of  Znvland  Padre 
could  be  transferred  to  this  camp.  The  Doctor  asked  for  various  drugs  and 
specicl  food  for  tne  sick.  The  Librarian  made  a  request  for  books.  The 
Cook  Chief  asked  for  more  cooking  oil;  this  caused  a  bit  of  a  stir  when  we 
produced  the  figures  of  the  amounts  we  hod  received,  and  it  a>poared  that  the 
Jap  1..C.C.  i/c.  rations  had  not  been  giving  us  rhnt  he  should,  .ill.  the 
remainder  made  varying  requests  and  yeat  emphasis  was  laid  on  seffety 
precautions  in  the  mine  which  should  be  the  responsibility  of  the  mining  company.
